Despite a somewhat quiet opening business in- 
terests in the exhibition of Hongkong products at 
the British Industries Fair—as demonstrated by 
the number of enquiries recorded—exceed that of 
‘any previous year in which the Colony has. parti-.|: 
cipated. The Fair closed this evening. 

Representatives on the Hongkong stand have 
been pleasantly surprised by the volume of en- 
quiries from prospective buyers. These have now 
been estimated at nearly 600, which is.at least
